25. (Amended) A mascara composition comprising a seedless but otherwise substantially whole 
processed fruit or vegetable extract of tacky constituents dispersed in a volatile silicone oil, an antistatic 
component, a non-plant fiber component, and ssj/d whole processed fruit or vegetable extract comprising 
a natural fiber component. 
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
